The 8-51 was at 1500 tons bur-

Decision Aids Ouster Against

Attorney Utley’s Counsel to

Temporary Injunction Holds 
Pending New Plea

EL CENTRO, Sept. 25.—Supertor 
Judge Ira F. Thompson of Los 
Angeles today denied the applica- 
tion of Bailies Walker and H. A. 
Rumsey for a permanent injunc- 
tion intended to prevent a recall 
election aimed at Dist.-Atty, Er- 
nest R. Utiey. 7 

The court decision in effect de- 
clared that there is now no Basis 
for an injunction to prevent County 
Clerk Mousseau from certifying to 
the sufficiency of nearly 2000 
names of voters on a petition ask- 
ing the recall of the District Attor- 
mney, but it will not permit the call- 
ing of an election, as he indicated 
he would make a further order to- 
morrow that would continue in 
effect the temporary restraining 
order against the County Clerk 
— appeal of the case to the 

ipreme Court. The court de- 
cision virtually means a delay of 
at least two or three months be- 
fore it can be determined whether 
a recall clection will be held. 


HOPES SHATTERED 

When Judge Thompson - an- 
nounced his decisicn, which oame 
after a hearing lasting five days, 
leaders of the recall movement 
were apparently overjoyed. But 
their hopes were shattered by the 
announcement on the part of Har- 
ry W. Horton, representing Walker 
and Rumsey, that he would appeal 
the case at once and ask the court 
for an order continuing the operq- 
tion of the restraining order 
against the County Clerk. In an- 
nouncing his decision, Judge 
Thompson had said that the tem- 
porary restraining order was dis- 
solved and he only changed his 
order to this effect after Walker 
and Rumsey's attorneys had an- 
nounced the appeal. It is believed 
that an early hearing can be ob- 
tained in the Supreme Court. 

A petition was filed early this 
month bearing the names of more 
than 2000 asserted qualified voters 
of Imperial county, charging Dis- 
trict Attorney Utley with ineffi- 
clency and failure to fulfill the 
duties of his ojffice. The County 
Clerk proceeded to inspect the

DECISION IMPORTANT 


* The decision of Judge Thomp- 
son today is of considerable im- 
portance in view of the political 
turmoil that has prevailed in Im- 
perial Valley for several months 
over the affairs of the Imperial 
Irrigation District. The circula- 
tion of the recall petition against 
Dist.-Atty. Utley followed the in- 
vestigation of irrigation district di- 
rectors by the county grand jury. 
It is openly sgserted that the re- 
call movement against the District 
Attorney grew directly out of the 
grand jury accusations brought 
against four district directors, in- 
cluding Mark Rose, Earl C. Pound, 
Ira Aten and C. W. Brockman and 
is considered in the nature of a 
retaliatory measure. 

The contention of attorneys re- 
garding the names on the recall 
petition was based largely on the 
question of whether the law re- 
quires a voter to sign his street 
name and number in addition to 
his precinct number.

GERMANQ’S PACT 

DEMANDS OUTLINED 
(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
BERLIN, Sept. 25.— The Ger- 


man delegates to the security con- 
ference, invitation to which was ac- 
septed by the Cabinet yesterday, 
are expected to carry on important 
private conversations with the Al- 
lied statesmen, while the negotia- 
tions for the security pact are pro- 
ceeding.

Rescinding of the League of 
Nations decisions to conduct inves- 
tigations in Germany from time to 
time, in which Germany sees mere- 
ly a perpetuation of the military 
contro] commission idea. 

The progovernment organs are 
declaring that permanent renuncla- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine constitutes 
such a heavy sacrifice that Ger- 
many should be compensated by 
these concessions.

SOUND BASIS 


Both of these companies ca 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
investment experts that the flelds 
in which they operate have possi- 
bilities almost unequalled. The 
huge development programs in 
which both are engaged testify to 
the confidence the companies have 
in the growth. of business, a feel- 
ing that is shared by the thou- 
sands of customer-partners shown 
on the books. As for the profit- 
ableness of current operations, 
these two California utilities have 
produced six months’ statements 
that tell their own story. 

One reason assigned for the na- 
tiona] attention Edison stock has 
received is the wide publicity giv- 
en to the completion early in the 
year of the Florence Lake tun- 
nel. Publications throughout the 
country carried stories on this pro- 
ect, and in each it was not diffi- 
cult to discover that the tunnel is 
productive of earnings. In the 
completion the summer 
months of its Pitt No. 3 plant, the 
Pacific’Gas and Electric Company 
has a similar argument to influ- 
encé earnings, but realization of 
the possibilities ig rather slow in 
coming. 

Including Pitt No. 8, described 
as the largest and most modern 
hydroelectric plant in operation, 
the Pacific Gas now has thirty-two 
plants manufacturing’ electrical 
has ex- 
pended more than $30,000,000 on 
its Pitt River development, and 
it fs not yet finished. ; 

o more of the California utfl- 
ies have contributed their bit in 
the way of national advertising, 
Recently, control of the Western 
Power Corporation, which owns 
San Joaquin Light and Power and 
Great Western Power, passed to 
the North American Company. 
This concern is one of the largest 
utility holding companies in the 
country, and represents powerful] 
investment interests. The fact 
that North American was willing 
to pay the price it did for West- 
ern Power indicates the confidence 
the company has in the future of 
public utilities in this State. 

In several quarters it is int 
mated that North America ts not 
content with its investment in 
Western Power, but is desirous of 
acquiring a substantial lin of 
Southern California Edison. Wires 
from New York Vrokerage houses 
in the last two days give some 
credence to this report, one mes- 
sage even stating that Edison is 
the best utility in the market. 
Whether those reports are true or 
not, the company end California 
are not losing by the advertising 
received. 


STATEMENT GOOD 


From an examination of its 
latest financial statement and bal- 
ance sheet, the North American 
Company is inclined to display an 
interest in only the strongest util- 
ities. It owns investments in the 
Detroit Pdison Company, the Unit- 
ed Railways of St. Louis, and con- 
trols a long list of companies in 
Cleveland, St. Louis, and several 
in Kentucky and Wisconsin. ; 
June. 30, last, surplus of 
the North American Company re- 
corded a new high amount of 26, 
320,548, and reserves climbed to 
$49,402,734. Reserves and surplus 
together increased $12,530,429 dur-

OF WOOLS 
LOCALLY 

Better Prices Received 


When Dirt is Removed 
Before Shipping 


California wool scoured locally 16 
bringing from 80 cents to $1.10 
scoured basis, depending on the 
grade, according to a report of the 
California Wool Growers’ Ass0- 
ciation. Probably 75 per cent of 
the California wools are too short 
to be called staple and usually re- 
turn the most money to the own- 
er if scoured locally, instead of 
shipping in the grease to the 
the report stated. 

California clothing wools usu- 
ally shrink around 64 per cent, 
i.e., out of every 100 pounds there 
is only 86 pounds of actual wool, 
the balance being dirt and grease. 
It is believed to be a waste of 


transportatign to ship wool to the 
Atiantic seaboard before it is 
scoured. 


Manufacturers’ reprsentatives 
are actively interested in secur- 
ing wool. The buying of wool, 
however, continues to be in the 
buyers’ favor, with dealers com- 
peting with each other to secu 
business.

General trend of national bust- 
ness conditions continues very sat- 
isfactory, according to Harold E.

According to the terms of the 
new water-rate schedule that has 
been recommended by the board, 
the maximum, domestic water rate 
will be increased from 10 cents per 
100 cubie feet to 13 cents.

HE RAILROAD WRANGLE 

Time brings wondrous changes. Twen- 
ty-five years ago economists throughout the 
world, and particularly in America, set their 
faces sternly against railroad consolidation 
or traffic pooling ot any sort and to have 
advocated such a thing would have meant 
the political death of any legislator. Today, 
after the lesson learned by government con- 
trol of transportation lines during the war, 
railroad consolidation in this country is a 
popular measure. Large shippers are clam- 


oring for it and the administration is re- | 


ported to be using its influence with rail- 


road executives to bring it about as speed- 


ily as possible. Hence much contention, 
She are opposed to the 
ea. 

In Ireland raflroad consolidation has been 
made compulsory. The Irish Free State 
has merged the interests of twenty-eight 
formerly independent companies operating 
over 8600 miles of track into a system 
known as the Amalgamated Southern. To 
a limited extent consolidation has been et- 
fected by law in Great Britain. It is now 
Proposed in Canada, and we may yet have 
it in this country. Presfdent Coolidge 
thinks that mergers into larger systems, if 
made on an equitable basis, will cure many 
of the rate evils and other transportation 
fills, and the members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and other Federal 
officials, regardless of party, are said to be 
with him. 

The effect of government administration 
of the raflroads during the World ‘War, 
though a necessary step, was disastrous to 
the roads, as it created artificial conditions. 
For one thing, incomes in excess of normal 
were guaranteed, thus bolstering up weak 


companies which enjoyed a brief period of 


prosperity and since then -have fallen into

As this plan leaves out the important 
matter of consolidation, it is not known to 
what extent it will be favored by the ad- 
ministration, but, as the strong roads ob- 
ject to both measures, the process of ad- 
justment may be a slow one. The pros- 
perous carriers see no good reason why 
they should share their prosperity with 
those whose meager profits do not indicate 
that efficient management which makes for 
success. And the idea of the absorption 
of a weak road which would prove more of 
a sucker than a feeder is not regarded by 
the strong companies with any great ela- 
tion. 


The Irish plan of compulsory consolida- 
tion cannot be supposed to appeal very 
strongly to our legislators, in view. of its 
history of disaster. Despite stringent re- 
ductions in expenditures, the Amalgamated 


System has failed to earn dividends and 


the stockholders threaten to sue the gov- 
ernment, which they hold responsible for 
their losses. 

It is as hard to predict the outcome of 
the railroad wrangle in this country as it 
is to suggest a fully adequate means of 
its settlement. But it is to be hoped that 
a plan will evolve that will supply the pub- 
lic needs and will be equitable and accept- 
able to the majority of the carriers. 


HENANDOAH CO-ORDINATION 

If the Shenandoah investigation had 
brought out nothing but Admiral Eberle's 
admirable defense of the essential unity of 
thought necessary in this country’s defense 
system, the inquiry would have answered 
a splendid purpose for the people of the 
United States. To work at cross purposes 
in a gigantic organization, such as the Navy, 
places the defense of a lay people at the 
mercy of ambitious trouble mongers who 
may, for the time being, enlist the sympa- 
thy of the loudest side-takers, if not pub- 
licity men of the “chronic kickers,” and 
force situations of which the man in the 
street does not see the consequences.
